According to Carruth, services 
that were once free to the cable com- 
Pany, such.as the weather’channel 
and the music channel, are no longer 
free. He said it was the hope of those 
channels to solicit enough advertise- 
ments to pay for their programm: 
ing, Since this was not a¢complish- 
ed, the channels have been forced to 
charge a fee for their use. Thus, the 
fee is. being passed ‘onto the 
customers, he noted. 

CARRUTH SAID that his com- 


pany does plan to add two more 
channels to the basic, in return for 
the increase. One of the new chan- 
nels will be C-Span, a regional news. 
service and U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives monitoring program. 

The other channel will be deter- 
mined by a polling of the area. Ac- 
cording to Carruth, some possible 
stations are the Learning Channel, 
the Eternal Word Network and the

Mast homeowners don't have flood insurance 


Many parts of the country, in- 
cluding portions of the Quad-City 
area, could experience serious 
flooding as a result of winter storms. 
For that reason, the head of the 
Federal. Insurance Administration 
(FIA) is warning residents that their 
homeowners’ insurance policies and 
other forms of property insurance do 
not cover losses from flooding. 

Administrator Jeffrey S. Bragg 
said that insurane protection against 
flood losses ‘is. available from the 
Federal Government's National 
Flood Insurance Program (NFIP), 
and that coverage can be purchased 
through any. licensed insurance 
agentor broker. + 

Bragg said that the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA), of which FIA is a part, 
estimates there are between’ six 
million and eight million insurable 
buildings in the United States which 


are exposed to the risk of flodding, 
but there are only two million flood 
insurance policyholders in the coun- 
try. These policyholders are 
residents of the 17,500 communities 
which: paricipate in the flood in- 
surance program by agreeing to 
adopt and enfoce sound flood plain 
management programs to reduce 
the risk of future flooddamage. _ 

Any building which is principally 
above ground and has at least two 
walls and a roof may be insured, and 
the contents of insurable buildings 
can be insured separately. Bragg 
warned, however, that there is nor- 
mally a five-day waiting period bet- 
ween the time flood insurance is pur- 
chased and the time it goes into ef- 
fect. 

Recently, a number of private sec- 
tor insurance companies made ar- 
rangements with FIA to sell and ser- 
vice flood insurance'under their own 
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names, with backing from the 
Federal Government to assure they 
will not lose money 4s a result of 
their flood insurance business. 

“One of. the purposes .of this 
‘Write-Your-Own” program is to 
utilize the marketing skills of the 
private sector to make more of those 
property owners exposed to the risk 
of flooding aware that they are not 
protected unless they purchase flood 
insurance, either through one of the 
companies that have arrangments 
with FIA or directly through the 
NFIP,” Bragg said. 

There aretwo levels of community 
Participation in the flood insurance 
program. In the initial or “emergen- 
cy”’ phase, only the general area of 
potential flood hazard in the com- 
munity’ is known. In this phase, 
owners of single-family homes can* 
purchase up to $35,000 in coverage 
for their house and $10,000 for con- 
tents. 

When more precise information on 
the flood potential is determined 


Commodities to be distributed 


Officials in Chouteau, Nameoki 
and Venice townships and the Salva- 
tion Army have announced that they 
will give out surplus government 
commodities next week. 

Commodities will include process- 
ed cheese, cheddar cheese, butter, 
dry milk, honey, cornmeal and flour.

All products will be 
given out ‘on a first-come, first- 
served basis. 

To be eligible to receive com- 
modities, persons must be residents 
of the township where they are get- 
ting the supplies, they must be the 
head of a household or the spouse, 
have their Social Security number 
and sign an affadavit that their total 
household income is within the cor- 
rect guidelines. Recipients should 
bring some proof of residency other 
than a driver's license. An unpaid 
utility bill or a voter’s registration 
card is adequate. 

Income guidelines are as follows: 
one person, $519; two persons, $700; 
three persons, $881; four persons, 
$1063; five persons, $1,244; six per- 
sons, 1,425; seven persons, $1,606; 
eight persons, $1,788 and $181 may 
be added for each additional 
member of the-household.

Drive, Mitchell. Officials stress that 
the doors will not be opened until 
9:30 a.m., so that they can get the 
program set up/properly. 

Venice Township will give out 

commodities at 9 a.m. Wednesday, 
Jan. 23, at Englebert Hall, 10th 
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from a flood insurance study of the 
community and after the communi- 
ty has adopted more stringent flood 
plain management measures, “the 
limits of coverage are greatly in- 
creased. For the single-family 
home, the’ maximum amount of 
coverage goes to $185,000, and for its 
contents, $60,000. 

NFIP was created by Congress in 
1968 in response to the increasing 
amount of-federal funds being spent 
for disaster relief. 

FEMA also administers the 
government's disaster relief pro- 
grams and reports that nearly 90 
percent. of -the presidentially 
declared major disasters are flood 
related. FEMA reports further that 
nearly half the requests from gover- 
disaster 
declarations are denied. 

Bragg said that flood insurance 
cannot prevent floods from occurr- 
ing, but it can reduce the: terrible 
financial burden of rebuilding and 
recovering after a flood.

Perhaps the single most important 
function of my staff in Washington is 
maintaining contact with consti- 
tuents in Illinois. I do my best to 
keep citizens of our state informed

At the same time, constituent let- 
ters provide me with a barometer on 
how our state feels about an issue af- 
fecting Illinois and the nation. 

Communications between citizens 
and their elected representatives is 
part of the very foundation of our 
democracy. Letter writing, in par- 
ticular, is a very effective form of 
communication because it shows 
that you have taken the time to ex- 
press your viewpoint. 

I receive approximately 5,000 let- 
ters per week from Illinois consti- 
tuents. These letters address a 
range of issues, from Idcal matters 
involving city projects and in- 
dividual cases, to national legisla- 
tion affecting the entire state. As one 
of Mlinois’ representatives in the 
senate, I listen to your views on 
these matters and welcome your let- 
ters. 


Below are a few suggestions 
designed to help you in com- 
municating most effectively with 
my office, and other Congressional 
Offices in Washington: 

1) Make every effort to identify 
the topic of your letter quickly and 
concisely. The most effective letters 
are those centering around a single

Jr. was a patriot who demanded 
change through love, but positive 
changes for blacks remain in- 
complete.

2) Please doublecheck necessary 
pieces of information such as return 
addresses. Many times a constituent. 
will exclude this information, caus- 
ing delays in responding. Typing or 

rinting your full name below a 
signature is also helpful. 

3) State your reason for writing. 
Your own personal experience is 
your best supporting case. Explain 
how the matter would affect you, 
your family, or what effect it could 
have on the nation. 

4) Write as soon as possible. Try to 
write your position on a bill when it 
is in Committee. It is easier for 
members of Congress to be more 
responsive to your appeal at that 
time. 

While writing to members of Con- 
gress is very important, it is not the 
only form of communication you can 
make use of. A phone call to one of 
my Offices, or any other member of, 
Congress, can also be very helpful. 

In addition to letters and phone 
calls, you can also make use of 
mailgrams which can be sent over- 
night. To send a mailgram, contact 
Western Union, by either visiting or 
telephoning the company’s local of- 
fice. You can charge a mailgram to 
your -telephone bill. Again, always 
be sure to include your name and ad- 
dress to insure for a prompt reply.

Carruth answered by pledging to 
sét'up a program to check the recep- 
‘tion in & storm, “I’m going to select 
five people, randomly, from the 
Granite City subscribers, and when 
jt rains, I will go look at their televi- 
sions personally.” 

MAYOR PAUL Schuler said he 
thinks Carruth has a communication 
problem with his people. ‘‘I know 
I’ve called three times in the past six 
months myself about poor recep- 
tion,” he said. ‘I don’t know why 
you're not. getting the messages, 
unless your people are not relaying 
them to you.” 

Carruth asked what number the 
mayor had been calling. | 

Schuler answered by saying he 
had called the trouble number. “I 


didn’t think I was supposed to call 
you personally with these things,” 
he said. ‘‘You’re not the guy with the 
screwdriver who’se going to come 
and fix my set.”” 

THE MAYOR added that he had 
also tried to call Carruth at a dif- 
ferent time and had been unsuc- 
cessful in reaching him. 

Carruth pledged he will make an 
effort to be more accessible to the 
aldermen and mayor in the future. 

Schuler said he thinks many peo- 
ple have become more concerned 
than ever about the cable service, 
because of the Cable Tele- 
Communications Act. Under the act, 
city and town boards will no longer 
be able to regulate the basic service 
fee after Dec. 1, 1986. “‘I think this 
fact has caused additional com- 
plaints and concerns to be expressed 
to the aldermen.” 

AFTER THE discussion, 
aldermen agreed to refer the matter 
back to the cable ad hoc committee 
for discussion; The $1increase in the 
basic service fee, which'represents a 
12.5 percent increase, will not be im- 
plemented unless it is passed by the 
council. 

The cable company can, however, 
implement a 5 percent increase (40 
cents) in March, regardless of coun- 
cil action, because of a provision in 
the Cable Tele-Communications Act. 

According to Carruth, the propos- 
ed 75-cent increase for each of the 
premium channels is not regulated 
by the council, therefore it will 
automatically go into effect March 
1.

Admits bombing 
Mitchell office 
in union dispute 


William J. Politte, 41, of Slough 
Road, Granite City, pleaded guilty 
Monday at the U.S. District Court in 
East St. Louis to the April 27, 1984, 
bombing of the Operating Engineers 
Local 520 headquarters in Mitchell 

Marcel P. Tarris, 42, Bethalto, 
pleaded guilty to possessing and 
transferring the hand grenade used 
to damage the office building. 

A jurisdictional dispute had 
developed between Local 520 and 
Local 513 in Missouri over whether 
there should be staffing by operating 
engineers from both states at the 
site of a Mississippi River replace- 
ment lock and dam project. 

Politte was affiliated with Local 
513, which sought half of the lock- 
dam work. Local 520 claimed it 
should handle all of the operating 
engineer assignments, not just half. 

Politte admitted transporting and 
throwing the grenade, and commit- 
ting mail fraud by faking the theft of 
an expensive 1983 auto. 

U.S. Attorney Frederick Hess 
agreed not to prosecute Politte for 
other cases investigated in Southern 
Illinois, and to recommend a total of 
13 years in prison plus five years of 
probation. 

The government will recommend 
three years in prison for Tarris 
along with five years on probation. 

No one was hurt in the 11 p.m. 
wombing but the building here 
received extensive damage. 

The U.S. is seeking a plea from 
Politte’s wife, Pamela, 35, in connec- 
tion with the car theft report 

Judge James Foreman received 
the two men’s pleas but is not bound 
by the agreements. He ordered pre- 
sentence investigations of Politte 
and Tarris and indicated he is likely 
to sentence them next month. 

Hess told the court the govern- 
ment has a tape recording of Politte 
admitting the bombing while talking 
with an undercover informant.

Bans special judge 
for assessment trial 


Chief Madison County Criminal 
Court Judge Philip J. Rarick ruled 
Tuesday afternoon against a request 
for an outside judge in a pending 
assessment bribery trial. 

Rarick told the Press-Record, 
“The motion I have rejected applies 
to Madison and Bond counties in the 
Third Circuit and to St. Clair, 
Monroe, Washington, Perry and 
Randolph counties in the 20th Cir- 
cuit, 

“THAT'S EVERYTHING from 
north of Alton to south of Chester. 
That is a lot of territory and includes 
35 or 36 judges. 

“There is a significant issue. of 
‘good faith’ in the filing of this mo- 
tion, 

“The motion implies that every 
judge from Alton to Chester is bias- 
ed and prejudiced against the state 
and toward the defendants."" 

The six defendants include James 
W. Barton of Granite City, who was 
Madison County supervisor of 
assessments for 12 years until being 
replaced Jan. 1. 

SPECIAL PROSECUTOR Bruce 
D. Locher of Springfield filed a mo- 
tion Jan. 9 for appointment of a 
judge from outside the two judicial 
circuits. He cited various actions by 
judges and noted ‘personal and 
political influences” affecting. the 
judicial system. 

Rarick stressed that the motion as 
worded would ban all judges in the 
two circuits. He said he found no 
reason or basis to conclude that such 
judges could not be fair and im- 
partial. 

The judge added that he lacks 
authority to tell all the others to dis- 
qualify themselves. 

Rarick also noted that Locher’s 


motion made specific allegations 
against a few Madison County, 
judges but in its impact would be 
much broader than just those who 
were named. te : 

LOCHER REPORTED past com- 
ments by two judges that they were 
friends of one of the defendants. 

The special prosecutor cited Third 
Circuit judges’ collective refusal in 
November 1984 to grant Locher the 
number of days he requested to ap- 
pear before grand jurors. 

Locher -also noted a judge’s 
dismissal of unrelated 1982 bribery 
charges against Barton, and called 
attention to Rarick’s removal of 
former State’s Attorney Don-Weber 
from a Barton investigation. last 
year 

JUDGE RARICK noted that 
Locher had not asked to substitute 
judges in several proceedings taking 
place since Barton was indicted in 
September 1984. 

No judge has yet been assigned to 
conduct the trial, which will be bas- 
ed on revised indictments voted last 
month. vm 

Attorneys for Barton, Merle 
Bassett and Gerald Bassett—in 
response to Locher’smotion—called 
for a fair trial and urged that the mo- 
tion be rejected. 

BEN ALLEN of Alton, represen- 
ting the Bassetts, alleged that, the 
special prosecutor is trying to, in- 


timidate the judges—including , 


whoever eventually hears the 
case—and to discriminate against 
the defendants. 

Attorney J. William Lucco of Ed-' 
wardsville, retained by Barton, voic- 
ed concern that Locher’s motion 
could have deprived his client of due’ 
process of law.

As the thermometer dips during 
the winter months, indoor activity 
increases and so too does the risk of 
accidental carbon monoxide poison- 
ing due to the faulty kerosene space 
heaters. According to the St. Louis 
Regional Poison Center at Cardinal 
Glennon Children’s Hospital, more 
than 100 persons die from carbon 
monoxide poisoning in Missouri 
each year and an equal or higher 
number die in Illinois. At least one- 
third of these fatalities are purely 
accidental, due in part to the misuse 
or poor design of some home-heating 
devices. 

The Poison Center notes that an in- 
creased number of these tragic 
deaths involve infants, who run a 
high risk of intoxication because 
they are unable to leave a poisoned 
environment on their own. Symp- 
toms of impending carbon monoxide 
poisoning in babies include irritabili- 
ty which may be followed by 
lethargy, vomiting, pallor, 
listlessness, shallow respirations

and eventually death. The Poison 
Center indicates that these symp- 
toms recede if the child is removed 
from the environment before it is too 
late. 

In order to prevent a tragedy from 
occuring, the Poison Center sug- 
gests several steps that should be 
taken. Infants and young people 
should be carefully monitored when 
in an environment which includes a 
home-heating device. In addition, 
parents should make sure that there 
is a source of ventilation or some 
form of fresh air in the room since 
improved home insulation can pro- 
duce almost airtight rooms. Also, 
heating devices, including furnaces 
and space heaters, should be ex- 
amined at least once during the 
heating season to make sure that ac- 
cessories such as jets and wicks are 
operating normally 

An additional danger to children is 
that of oversized space heaters in 
small rooms which may not be pro- 
ducing carbon monoxide but may be

GAINING LAWMAKING ex- 
perience as a member of the 
General Assembly, Simon looked 
like the best bet to eventually 
replace Price when the latter 
retired. But Price proved to be both 
popular and -durable. He_ never 
vacated the Congressional post, and 
was re-elected in November 1984 toa 
21st consecutive two-year term. 

Simon, meanwhile, had his fling in 
the state’s executive branch. Then, 
after being upset in the 1972 guber- 
natorial primary, he became a 
visiting professor at Sangamon 
State College, Springfield. 

Price has not. taught college 
classes but, like Simon, tried his 
hand at newspaper writing before 
embarking on a political path. 

Ties between Simon and Price 
strengthened in the decade beginn- 
ing in 1974. Simon had moved from 
Troy in this county to the Car- 
bondale area to join the 24th, now 
22nd, Congressional district. 

SOME VOTERS voiced “carpet- 
bagger’’ allegations over his 
household move, but it was clear 
that Simon had extensive knowledge 
of the southernmost part of the State 
and could provide effective 
representation. 

As a former editor and then 
newspaper chain owner, he had 
“done his homework” and knew 
nearly every highway and byway of 
the state intimately. 

Price remains in Congress and 
pledges to be as active as ever. 
Simon has moved to the Senate and 
will try to serve his constituents 
statewide as actively as he did a one- 
22nd slice of Illinois, 

Price was “Topic A” nationwide 
for several days this winter as his 
fellow Democrats considered 
whether to extend his’10-year tenure 
as. chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee. The vote against him 
was close, 121 to 118. 

INTENSIFYING the debate was 
not just the fate of the panel leader 
but the related assault on the House 
seniority system. 

Another big factor was many. con- 
gress members’ wish to curb 
military,-naval and air spending. 
The former Army'‘corporal from this 
district is a staunch advocate of a 
strong national security system. 

Simon’s arrival. in the upper 
chamber of the Capitol leaves , 
Republicans still in control of thi 
Senate but by a Smaller margin, ar 
Democrats with a vigorous crusader 
for “people programs” and deficit 
reduction. 

FOR THE RECORD, Simon's vic- 


tories over several strong primary 
opponents and then Sen. Charles 
Percy earned ranking by most as the 
top Illinois news event of 1984. 

Sworn in by Vice President 
George Bush and congratulated by 
his fellow senators—nearly all of 
them nationally known—Simon also 
attracted many celebrities during 
his effective campaign to replace 
the 18-year Senate veteran who 
chaired the Foreign Policy Commit- 
tee. "* 

Singer-composer Paul Simon 
helped his namesake campaign, as. 
did movie stars and the history- 
making Democratic vice presiden- 
tial nominee, Geraldine Ferraro. 


NATIONALLY, two of the top 10 
stories of the year were related to 
the election: 

Pres. Ronald Reagan’s landslide 
win and the Ferraro candidacy. 

Other top stories were the deaths 
of thousands from a pesticide plant 
accident in India, the assassination 
of India’s prime minister, bombing 
of a U.S. embassy annex in Lebanon, 
famine in Ethiopia, implants of a ba- 
boon heart and an artificial heart, 
U.S. economic gains, slaying of 21 
persons at a California fast-food 
restaurant and the successful sum- 
mer Olympics, also in California. 

LEADING ILLINOIS events after 
the Simon-Percy raceswere: 

Conviction of many Chicagd area 
judges, a $40 million state lotto 
prize, conviction of a Bloomington 
businessman for murdering his wife 
and three children, the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson’s campaign for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, rescue of the Continental Il- 
linois Bank in the largest corporate 
financial bailout in history, con- 
tinued Illinois unemployment ‘above 
the national average, continued 
economic problems on farms, Inter- 
national Harvester’s sale of its farm 
implement business and the capture 
of two Chicago area fugitives after a 
massive crime spree. 


SIMON AND PRICE, as has been 
noted, were major newsmakers here 
and throughout the nation and this 
may continue to he the case in 1985. 

Among the legislative goals they 
are likely to be working on is funding 
for a second lock at.the Lock and 
Dam 26 replacement project in the 
Mississippi River between Granite 
City. and Alton.

In financial matters, the town 
board gave permission to Highway 
Commissioner W. Lee Adams to 
advertise for bids for two new trucks 
to replace. two trucks now in 
disrepair. 

The board approved the transfer

Tax tips 


Some higher income retirees who 
received social security or Tier 1 
railroad retirement benefits will 
have to pay federal income tax on 
part of their benefits. 

Those who may be affected are 
single recipients whose 1984 taxable 
income, including social security or - 
railroad retirement benefits, is ex- 
pected to be more than $25,000, and 
married recipients whose 1984 joint 
income will exceed $32,000. 
However, those taxpayers 'whose 
Social Security or railroad retire- 
ment benefits were their only source 
of income for 1984 will probably not 
be affected and, therefore, may not 
have to file a tax return for 1984.

Some modifications must be made 
to adjusted gross income (AGI) to 
get taxable income. First, the deduc- 
tion for a married couple when both 
work must be added to AGI. Also, 
taxpayers must add any foreign 
earned income exclusion, tax- 
exempt interest, or income from 
U.S. possessons or Puerto Rico that 
was excluded from gross income 

Since income tax is not withheld 
from either Social Security or 
railroad retirement benefits, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service cautioned 
that these recipients may need to file 
and pay quarterly estimated taxes 
in order to have adequate tax 
withheld. 

To aid them in meeting this new 
requirement, taxpayers will receive 
information from the Social Security 
Administration and Railroad Retire- 
ment Board that will show informa- 
tion on the retirement benefits 
received during the year. Copies will 
also be filed with the IRS.

The government pro- 
vided them with $750 million more in 
grants, contracts, food assistance 
and other forms of support, a portion 
of the larger U.S. economic 
assistance program of some $9 
billion, according Larry Minear. 

Minear serves as Washington bas- 
ed representative for development 

policy of Church World Service and 
Lutheran World Relief, two private 
agencies with extensive programs of 
relief, refugee resettlement, and 
development. ‘ 

Throughout the 10 year period 
religious people who are interested 
in trying to feed the hungry of the 
world have accomplished a stablized 
program and have gotten food to the 
far out areas where transportation 
was a prime problem, the Rev. Dale 
Scott, pastor of Central Christian 
Church explained. 

Major groups with this one pur- 
pose in mind have done a great job 
but they always fall short of funds 
and must wait for more, however 
they have been in the field working 
with the problem of hunger and if not 
for their work this famine would 
have come about earlier, the local 
minister said, 

Like .Church World Service, 
roughly three-fourths of these 
private agency resources are 
directed toward third-world coun- 
tries. While the United States'ranks 
16th among the 17 developed nations 
in economic assistance as a propor- 
tion of its gross national product, we 
are tied for 8th place when it comes 
to citizen contributions to the private 
agencies of their own choice, Minear 
said in his article on ‘Private Giving 
is Coming Through.”

the century envision an expanding 
role for people-to-people agencies, 
many of which have already stepped 
up their efforts during the decade 
since the World Food Conference. 
Their involvement at the grass roots 
level provides a major missing link 
in reaching the very poor. In 
Ethiopia, for example, Church 
World Service has for a dozén years 
worked alongside the Christian 
Relief and Development Associa- 
tion, an agency of Christian groups 
here. Church World Service and its 
ecumenical partners therefore not 
only predicted the current hunger 
crisis but also were immediately 
able to provide facilities and person- 
nel for food distribution.”’ 

Larry Hollon, director of com- 
munications for Church World Ser- 
vice (CWS), announced last week 
that four nurses departed for food 
distribution centers in drought 
stricken Ethiopia. They are the first 
American health team to be sent to 
Ethiopia and will serve druing the 
emergency as special appointees of 
cws. 


The nurses who are well educated 
in this particular program have 
served overseas before and include: 
Eileen Mullaney, R.N., who former- 
ly managed an intensiye supplemen- 
tary feeding center for children in 
Somalia, East Africa. While serving 
with the Peace Corps in Ecuador 
from 1977-79 she introduced high 
protein food to the mothers of young 
children in a community self-help 
program. 


Betty Normandin, R.N., senior 
staff nurse in the cardiac-surgical 
intensive care unit of the Boston’s 
Children’s Hospital is a specialist 
with babies “who fail to thrive.’’ 
While working with CWS in Somalia 
in 1981 she worked with a special 
program for children under five and 
helped train community health 
workers. 

Geraldine Scott, R.N. of New York 
City, served in Nigeria in 1982, and is 
a nutrition consultant to community 
food resource center and teaches 
basic health education in the 
primary health care network of New 
York’s Harlem Hospital. 


The fourth registered nurse, Edith 
Wald, of Rye, N.Y., is the mother of 
four children and is a senior nurse in 
the psychiatric division of New York 
University Hospital. Working with 
the chaplain’s office at the 
Westchester Medical Center in 
White Plains, she has developed a 
special program to the terminally ill 
and their families. She is on the 
faculty of Lehman College in New 
York where she teaches pediatrics 
and parent-child health. She has 
served as a volunteer in Israel. 


In addition to providing nursing 
care in Ethiopia, Church World Ser- 
vice has shipped in hundreds of 
blankets and tents as well as tons of 
food stuffs. The relief and develop- 
ment arm of the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. also 
has provided for transportation of 
food by air and truck within the 
stricken nation, Hollon explained.

‘Buckle up’ advantages outweigh bad points 


To the Editor: 

The issue before me was whether 
to sign HB 2800 — the mandatory 
seat belt bill passed by the General 
Assembly in December 1984, with an 
effective date of July 1, 1985. 

Only two other states — New York 
and New Jersey — have a similar 
law, fhough a dozen others will 
debate such a bill in the legislative 
sessions of 1985. 

Abroad, 34 other countries require 
that ‘drivers and passengers be 
buckled up while on the road. The 
real issue before me was what the 
public policy of Illinois should be, for 
I am responsible to the eleven ang 
one-half million people of this state” 

Much controversy, debate and 
speculation centered around the 
issue of whether this bill is “‘accep- 
table” to the U.S. Department of 
Transportation so that it may be 
‘‘ecounted’’ under the current 
regulatory scheme which would free 
car manufacturers from the require- 
ment of installing passive restraint 
systems if two-thirds of the states 
pass “appropriate” mandatory seat 
belt legislation by 1989. 


It is said that car. manufacturers: 


wish to avoid the cost of “air bags” 
or other passive restraint systems, 
though that cost would certainly be 
passed on to purchasers, 

Some who have analyzed this bill 
have concluded that it will not 
“count” under the two-thirds rule 
since it exempts some persons from 
its application for other than 
medical reasons, and it fobids the 
use in evidence of non-compliance 
with the law in any suit for'damages 
arising out of an accident. 

Unlike related issues “of the 55 
m.pih. speed limit, the 21-year-old 
drinking age and the auto emission 
standards, enactment.of the law is 
not federally mandated to avoid loss 
of federal highway funds. 

To me, the issues of whether, and 
for what reasons, the auto manufac- 
turers and the U.S. Department of 
Transportation want the bill signed 
aré irrelevant. 

By 1989, under current federal 
rule, 40 percent of the fleet must be 
manufactured with passive restraint 
systems regardless of what the 
states do. 

Secretary Dole has not concluded 
that HB 2800 does, or does not, comp- 
ly with her current regulations. 

There is no way to tell what the at- 
titude of the secretary of USDOT 
will be in 1989, what the regulations 
will say by 1989, what federal law 
will require by 1989, or whether, in 
fact, the “two-thirds” regulation of 
Secretary Dole is within her powers 
to promulgate. 

The bottom line for me is whether 
this bill will promote the health and 
safety of the people of Illiriois and do 
so in a reasonable and constitutional 
manner. 

In all the controversy surrounding 
this bill in Illinois, those who support 
it, and even many who fiercely op- 
pose it, agree it will promote the 
greater use of seat belts. 

They also agree that the greater 
use of seat belts will save lives, 
reduce injuries and save millions of 
dollars in insurance and health care 
costs now paid by Illinois motorists 
and taxpayers. ‘ 

IDOT Secretary Greg Baise tells 
me that, based on experience with 
seat belt laws in other jurisdictions, 
this bill will save more than 300 lives 
in Illinois in the first year, will avoid 
nearly 43,000 injuries, and save 
more than $400 million in costs. 

Actual experience in Illinois with 
the child restraint law which I sign- 
ed several years ago has shown 


more than 50 percent reduction in 
fatalities and a 12 percent reduction 
in injuries despite an increase in 
total passenger injuries. 

Laws regulating the conduct of our 
people have been enacted and sus- 
tained for reasons far less important 
than these. 

Moreover, the American public, 
willingly or not, has already in- 
vested more than $14 billion in seat 
belts since they were required to be 
installed in 1965 and they are 
available now. 

For those in the insurance in-' 
dustry who asked me not to sign this 
bill, in the hopes that mandatory 
passive restraint (or “air bag’’) 
systems will be installed on all cars 
by 1989, it is enough to say that most 
experts believe air bag systems are 
not fully effective in side, rear-end 
or secondary collisions and not even 
fully effective in head-on collisions 
unless passengers are also using 
seat belts. 

It was argued that this bill has 
flaws — the Assembly reversed the 
rule of comparative negligence for 
the non-use of belts, the exemptions 
from use are too broad, and it is 
unclear whether violation of the law 
is a “moving offense” and therefore 
grounds for suspension of revocation 
of a driver’s license. 

But if all laws were required to be 
perfect to be signed, few would be 
signed. The issue .is whether this 
will, in a reasonable and constitu- 
tional manner, save lives and pre- 
vent injuries — not whether the law 
could. be clearer or more en- 
compassing, That is for the courts 
and future General Assemblies, to 
decide. ¢ 

Questions have been raised about 
constitutionglity in light of the deei- 
sion of the Supreme Court of Illinois 
in People vs. Fries, 42 Ill. 2d 446 
(1969), which held unconstitutional a 
law requitiny motorcycle riders to 
wear a helmet. 

The court reasoned that while the 
Assembly could act to protect the 
public at large by requiring 
measures to protect a driver’s vi- 
sion, it was obvious that the helmet 
law was designed to protect the per- 
sonal safety of riders and was 
therefore unconstitutional. 

I think Fries was wrongly decided 
and I do not know whether the court 
in 1985 would reach the same result. 
I believe, however, that HB 2800 
substantially promotes the safety of 
the public at large and is therefore 
constitutional. 

Unbelted passengers in a motor 
vehicle literally become human pro- 
jectiles in the event of a crash. 
Unbelted passengers can interfere 
with the ability of an operator to res- 
pond to the collision, and unbelted 
drivers may lose controf of a vehicle 
and thus cause death and injury to. 
others, Including those not invoived 
in-an initial collision. 

Apart from the obvious interes 
of society at large in avoiding mgt 
than 300 deaths, 43,000 injuries and 
nearly half a billion dollars in costs 
each year, the regulation of unbelted 
auto drivers and passengers is, for 
the reasons indicated, clearly dit- 
ferent from the regulation struck 
down in Fries. I have no doubt that 

this bill is constitutional. 

Many people have objected to be- 
ing told by the government to buckle 
up. 

Some argue that use of seat belts 
is a “nuisance” or an ‘‘inconve- 
nience,” and others argue pas- 
sionately that the bill is ‘“‘govern- 
ment intrusion” into their personal 
lives. 

Since politicians’ regularly pro- 


mise people to get government “Off 
their backs,” it may seem strange to . 
impose it next around their waists: 
But surely there is a difference bet- 
ween laws and regulations which are 
arbitrary, capricious, unnecessary 
or useless and those which 
undeniably save lives, injuries and 
costs. 

The ‘‘intrusion” argument is deep, 
personal and understandable and I 
‘carefully weighed this bill in the ~ 
light of it, Smoking cigarettes clear- 
ly causes deaths and injuries and yet 
it is not illegal. Abuse of alcoholic 
beverages can bring similar loss and 
yet no law forbids it. 

Courts, legislatures and our peo- 
ple would not continually struggle 
with the so-called “right to die” or 
“death with dignity’ issue for the 
terminally ill unless there were 
strong, societal feelings about in- 
dividual choice, even involving the 
ultimate right to live. 

But that is not the issue. The 
failure of drivers and passengers to 
wear seat belts while operating a 
motor vehicle is clearly a danger to 
others lawfully driving on the 
highways, or walking or crossing the 
streets of Illinois. 

Laws already on the books» 
regulate the design of, or conduct in, 

a motor vehicle in dozens of ways 
ranging from the requirement of 
lights and other safety devices “ 
which may intrude upon car design, 
to driving at required speeds though 
higher speeds may be ‘‘safe,!” to pro- 
hibiting the transportation of open li- 
quor and obstructing a rear view by 
putting packages on the window 
ledge of a back seat: ; 

Some who most vociferously. a 
pose this seat belt law say nothing — 
indeed think nothing of it ~ when re- 
quired by federal law to “buckle up”? ~ 
during takeoffs, landings or’ 
periods of turbulance, as airline; 
Passengers. 


The bottom line is that we are, in > ~~: 


truth, arguing for the right to be - 
foolish, even to the point of risking — ~~ 
our own lives. And in truth, in many , 
ways we do have the “‘right’’ to be 
“foolish,” a right which all of us ex- 
ercise from time to time. 

Goverment cannot, and should 
not, govern every aspect of what we . 
do as people. But driving an auto is a 
“privilege,” not a “right,” and the 
legislature may condition it with 
reasonable precautions for the safe- 
ty of human lives: 

Unbelted persons present more 
than a danger to themselves; they 
clearly threaten the lives and safety 
of others. 

This is a reasonable, though not a 
perfect, bill. The lives of more than 
43,000 Illinoisans are important to 
me and should be important to all of 
us. 

Society can ill afford — as con! 
sumers or taxpayers — the ever- 
increasing costs of accidents, deaths 
and injuries that could be avoided. 

Some say this law is “unen- , 
forceable’’ and that may be true in, 
the traditional sense in which police 
enforce vehicle laws relating to 
overt or obvious violations, 

But a law which experience tells. 
us will increase seat belt.usage — 
and therefore decrease death, injury, 
and costs — need not be enforced in 
traditional ways to be effective. 

The success and acceptance of the 
child restraint laws tell us that. 

In essence, the Jaw is designed to

the physician-owned carrier which 
insures 60 percent of the state’s doc- 
tors, reports that in it’s 1983-84 
policy year, 2,692 malpractice cases 
were filed against the doctors it in- 
sures.

malpractice, and these costs do not 
improve the quality of care patients
